@ Dr. John McLoughlin — Physician and Chief Factor of
the Hudson’s Bay Company, McLoughlin was the first
person to unofficially govern the Oregon Territory. He
is known as the “Father of Oregon Country.”

© Column Fragments — These columns made from bricks
fabricated at the State Penitentiary supported the front of
the Capitol Building that was destroyed by fire in 1935.

O Rev. Jason Lee — Canadian-born Methodist missionary.
Established the first mission in Oregon in 1834.
Founded Willamette University.

@ Medal of Honor Memorial — Donated in 2004 by the
Oregon State Capitol Foundation.

© Rock Monument — This hefty boulder once marked a
trail to Oregon and was given by the Daughters of the
American Revolution in 1922 to honor Oregon settlers.

@ Liberty Bell Replica — Presented to the State on
July 4, 1950 by the Hon. John Snyder, U.S. Secretary of

Treasury, to promote savings bonds.

© Tribal Walk of Flags — Completed 2009. A tribute to

the nine federally recognized tribes in Oregon.

) Capital Beaver Family — Presented June 26, 1985, by
the Willamette Christmas Association to honor the
state animal.

([) Peace Pole — The Society of Prayer for World Peace has
donated “peace poles” to all 50 states.

() Parade of Animals —
Dedicated in 1991 to honor
Oregon’s children.
